ed in  the  U.  S.  Army  Air  Forces, 
1942-1946  in  the  Orient. 

He  filled  a mission  for  the  LDS 
Church  to  the  Eastern  States, 
1934-36;  was  a member  of  East 
Provo  Stake  High  Council,  1947- 
58;  and  is  a member  of  the  Sun- 
day School  General  Board. 

He  holds  membership  in  a num- 
ber of  honorary  and  professional 
organizations  and  served  as  edi- 
tor of  the  Journalism  Educator, 
1958-61;  member,  Council  on 
Radio  - Television  Journalism, 
1957-60;  vice  chairman.  National 
Council  of  College  Publications 
Advisers,  1958-60.

: DURING  second  semester  of 
161-62.  BYU  modified  its  grad- 
ig  system  by  allowing  instruc- 
ors  to  use  plus  and  minus  marks 
connection  with  the  regular 
?tter  grades. 

Although  the  plus  and  minus 


grade  became  effective  last  year, 
their  actual  grade  point  value  was 
not  included  in  the  grade  reports 
until  this  past  semester,  said 
Howard  Campbell,  director  of  In- 
stitutional Research. 

This  refinement  of  BYU’s  grad- 
ing system  was  analyzed  by  Mr. 
Campbell  and  presented  to  a gen- 
eral faculty  meeting  several 
months  ago. 

Mr.  Campbell’s  study  showed 
that  for  the  Spring  semester  of 
1961-62,  the  new  refinement  drop- 
ped the  studentbody’s  grade  point 
a total  of  only  about  l/30th  of  a 
point.  Since  only  one  semester 
was  studied,  no  specific  conclus- 
ions can  be  drawn,  but  Mr.  Camp- 
bell said.  “Students  may  find  it 
easier  to  raise  their  grade  point 
average  under  the  new  system.”

The  turning  point  in  his  car- 
eer came  when  Landon  Ronald 
told  him  that  the  world  was  over- 
stocked with  brilliant  solo  pian- 
ists, but  that  there  were  prec- 
ious few  good  accompanists  in 
the  field. 

During  World  War  II  Mr. 
Moore  played  nearly  a hundred  | 
times  at  the  National  Gallery  ^ 
Concerts  in  London.  It  was  there  i 
he  first  gave  his  inimitable  lec- 1 
ture-recital  which  launched  him  j 
upon  a new  and  equally  success- 
ful career  in  his  own  “one-man 
show.” 

MR.  MOORE'S  name  appears 
on  more  phonograph  records  than 
that  of  any  other  artist  in  the 
world.  He  has  written  several 
books  which  have  been  published 
under  the  titles  “The  Unashamed 
Accompanist,”  “Singer  and  Ac- 
companist” and  the  recent  “Am 
I Too  Loud?”  • 

Until  1954  Mr.  Moore  confined 
his  concert  activities  to  Europe. 
His  American  debut  was  held  in 
the  New  York  City  Town  Hall 
and  was  such  a success  that  the 
' pianist  has  taken  annual  cross- 
country tours  ever  since.

MILK  COW  DRAINED  OR  FATTENED? 


Out  of  state  college  students  are  drain- 
ing Utah’s  educational  resources,  according 
to^  a member  of  the  Utali  State  Tax  Com- 
mission. If  it  were  so  it  were  a grevious 
fault.  And  grievously  apiiarently,  they’ll  be 
paying  for  it.  Namely  by  having  to  register 
their  cars  and  pay  Utah  property  tax. 

But  just  how  badly  is  Utah  hurting?  The 
Commission  says  Utah  is  a “big  milk  cow” 
which  is  getting  drained  Ijy  out  of  state  stu- 
dents. Since  Brigham  Young  University  lias 
more  out  of  state  students  than  any  other 
institution  of  liiglier  learning,  let’s  see  how 
much  “draining”  is  done  around  here. 

A recent  survey  taken  by  university 
bousing  throws  some  light  on  the  subject. 
BYU  studends  spend  §79,259.20  a month 
tr^msportation,  gas,  tires,  taxis,  etc.  Tiiat’s 
i$740, 133.00  a school  year.  This  goes  into  the 
!})ockets  of  Utah  County  auto  service  firms 
ihnd  into  Utah  State  tax  coffers.  Since  sixty 
:five  per  cent  of  BYU  students  are  from  out 
'pf  state,  they  bring  in  65  per  cent  of  tliat 
§740,133.00  \Vhat  a drain  on  the  economy! 

Let’s  look  at  other  figures.  Off  campus 
students,  not  counting  2,118  who  live  at 
home  or  with  relatives,  spend  §258,899.50  a 
month  for  housing.  That’s  $1,807,222.50  a 
yeai\  They  spend  $161,961.30  a month  for 
food.  That’s  $1,506,258.60  a year.  They  spend 
$96,236.85  a month  for  miscellaneous  items 
— haircuts,  curlers,  shaving  cream,  spraynet, 
etc.  That’s  $894,512.50  a year.  Again,  what 
a drain  I 

Those  last  figures  were  off-campus  stu- 
(lents.  Here  ik'e  figures  for  students  living 
on  campus.  Note  that  these  figures  DO  NOT 
■ include  money  paid  for  meals  eaten  on  cam- 
pus or  for  liousing  on  campus.  This  is  money 
spent  IN  THE  COMMUNITY. 

Food;  $55,788.30  a month  or  $517,723.20 
a year.  Clothing;  $51,269.10  a month  or 
$491,716.65  a year.  Itecreation  $46,828.70  a 
month  or  $424,218.30  a year.  What  a drain, 
gentlemen,  what  a drain  on  the  old  milk  cow. 

Total  student  expenditures  IN  THE  COM- 


MUNITY during  a school  year  are  in  excess 
of  $8,-27-0, 940.45.  Sixty  five  i>ei’  -cent  of  that 
eiglit  and  a quar-tea*  miUibii  dollars  is  s-j^ent 
by  students  froinx>ut  of  s-tate. 

NOT  included  in  these  figures  we  repeat, 
are  sums  spent  on  tuition  and  fees,  'books,  on 
campus  housing  and  on  ciimpus  boai'd. 

Take  another  aspect  of  tlie  coiitribution 
BYU  makes  to  ti.ie  state  economy.  The  uni- 
versity spends  mi'Mions  of  dollars  on  salaries 
for  full  and  part  time  faculty  and  staff,  mil- 
lions of  dollars  for  consti'uetion,  mtllions  of 
dollars  for  supplies,  millions  of  dollars  for 
utilities  and  services. 

The  university  spends  these  sums  to  pro- 
vide facilities  for  its  studentbody — S2XTY 
FIVE  PER  CENT  of  which  is  from  out  of 
state.  Brigham  Young  l.’niversity  is  an  in- 
dustry wortli  many  millions  in  cold  cash  to 
the  state’s  economy.  And  how  do  you  put  a 
value  on  the  cultural,  social  and  recreational 
riches  tlie  university  proiddes? 

We  are  sure  that  statistics,  if  available 
would  show  a similar  trend  in  the  state  in- 
stitutions. Out  of  state  students  are  paying 
their  way,  if  not  directly  by  tuition,  then 
indirectly  by  the  boost  they  gi-ve  the  econ- 
omy, and  the  gasoline,  sales,  luxury,  excise, 
entertainment  and  other  taxes  they  pay. 

So  much  for  mythical  milk  cows.  What 
we  want  to  know  is  why  the  Utah  State  Tax 
Commission  has  launched  tliis  lone  crusade 
against  the  visitor  from  out  of  state.  None 
of  the  other  states  have  found  such  a move 
necessary. 

Finally,  a few  last  questions  for  the  com- 
mission to  consider.  How  many  students  will 
drive  cars  to  Utah  next  fall  and  dump  them 
on  the  market  rather  than  pay  the  tax? 
What  will  such  a “dumping”  do  to  the  used 
car  market.  How  much  money  will  oil  com- 
panies and  auto  accessory  dealers  lose? 

Gentlemen,  in  fretting  over  imaginary 
dangers  facing  your  milk  cow,  don’t  kill  the 
goose  that  lays  millions  of  dollars  in  golden 
eggs.

BETTER  BUT  NOT  GOOD 


Tliere  is  one  more  step  in  that  tax-car- 
state-out-of-state-licensing  story. 

Because  the  property  tax  situation  was 
not  clearly  understood  by  this  writer  or  not 
clearly  explained  by  tlie  Utah  County  Tax 
office,  Thursday’s  editorial  left  readers  with 
an  incomplete  picture. 

After  figuring  out  the  percentage  of  as- 
sessed valuation  on  a car,  it  is  necessary  to 
multiply  this  figure  by  the  mill  levy  in  the 
city  or  district  in  whicli  you  live.  . 

In  Provo,  this  would  mean  that  the  stu- 
dent owner  of  a Ford  Galaxie,  1959  model, 
would  take  the  assessed  valuation  figure. 

This  is  figui-ed  as  10  per  cent  of  the  orig- 
inal new  car  price.  This  figure  would  then 
be  multiplied  by  79.46  which  is  the  mill  levy 
for  Provo  this  year.  The  property  thx  wouM 
be  about  S29'.00  for  a $3,700  automobile, 
1959  Galaxie.  This  is  the  amount  which 


would  be  paid,  along  with  $6  to  get  a Utah 
license  plate.  ! 

Obviously  this  is  an  improvement  over! 
simply  being  told  you  pay  the  assessed  val- 
uation figure  according  to  the  rating  chart 
in  Thursday’s  Daily  Universe,  supplied  by 
tlie  County  Assessor’s  office. 

It  is  obvious,  too,  that  the  mill  levy  fig- 
ure would  change  from  community  to  com- 
munity. Students  living  in  Orem  would  pay 
on  the  basis  of  that  city’s  mill  levy. 

This  greatly  reduces  the  amount  of  prop- 
erty tax  to  be  paid  and  makes  the  figure 
more  palatable.  But  the  basic  premise  of 
Thursday’s  editorial  remains  unchanged. 
That  is,  that  many  students  will  be  required 
•to  either  buy  two  sets  of  license  plates — one 
in  Utah  and  one  in  their  home  states  tliis 
summer — or  become  cop  dodgers.

I can’t  pretend  to  un- 
derstand all  of  the  issues 
behind  the  recently  pro- 
posed automobile  tax  on 
out  of  state  students.  Al- 
though the  finer  subtil- 
ties  of  the  situation 
somehow  seem  incapable 
of  close  analysis,  a few 
points  miglit  yet  be 
made. 

As  a start,  wiiat  bene- 
fits will  the  out  of  state 
students  receive  as  a re- 
sult of  thiS’  tax?  I’ve  * 
heard  that  most  of  the 
revenue  derived  goes  in-  ’ 
to  the  public  schools. 
While  aid  to  the  public  ' 
schools  is  good  in  itself, 
this  form  of  aid  would  , 
seem  to  be  at  the  ex-  , 
pense  of  BYU  students  . 
since  tliey  attend  a pri- 
vate school  that  receives  1 
no  aid  from  the  state  , 
government.  Perhaps  * 
this  payment  can  be 
viewed  as  some  sort  of  • 
out  of  state  tuition  and 
justified  in  the  case  of  out  of  state  students  attending 
state-supported  universities,  but,  if  this  is  so,  then  it 
becomes  clear  that  BYU  is  being  discriminated  against.  ; 
It  might  be  appropriate  if  BYU  and  BYU  students  took  ■ 
tlie  lead  in  opposing  this  tax.  , 

What  action  can  tlie  out  of  state  students  take? 
It  is  evident  that  if  they  find  the  increased  tax  both 
overly  burdensome  and  irritating,  they  may  discontinue 
at  BYU  and  attend  college  in  their  home  state.  This 
will  result  in  decreased  business  in  Utah  and  eventually 
in  decreased  state  tax  revenue.  Out  of  state  students 
owning  cars  should  consider  the  possibility  of  selling 
them — but  not  in  Utah — and  buying  bicycles — again, 
not  in  Utah — and  bring  them  to  school.  They  might  also 
consider  the  possibility  of  buying  as  many  other  things 
as  they  can  out  of  state  and  bringing  them  to  school 
rather  than  buying  in  Utah.  Both  tlie  bus  lines  and  the 
railroads  allow  150  pounds  of  luggage.  A trip  home  at 
Christmas  would  mean  300  pounds  of  goods  bought  out 
of  state  each  year. 

Out  of  state  students  should  also  consider  writing 
to  their  representatives  in  their  home  state  legislatures 
and  urging  reciprocal  action.  Such  letteTs  might  paint 
out  that  for  every  student  that  leaves  Utali  to  go  to 
college,  eleven  students  come  to  Utah  colleges.  The  pro- 
posed bill  would  therefore  cause- a drop  in  other  state 
revenues  even  if  reciprocal  measures  were  taken.  Out  ' 
of  state  students  should  also  write  to  home  state  friends 
and  relatives  and  urge  them  to  write  to  their  legislators. 
Including  an  address  starai>€d  envelope  wIJi  the  letter 
is  effective.  One  dollar  wisely  spent  will  put  ten  letters 
on  tile  desks  of  state  legislators. 

Although  out  of  state  students  can  write  letters, 
sign  i>etitions,  make  speeches,  and  urge  reciprocal  ac- 
tion, they»cannot  vote  in  Utah.  Utah  students  can  vote 
in  Utah  as  was  proved  just  last  year.  Since  the  vote 
is  tlie  ultimate  expression  of  the  will  of  the  people  in 
a democracy,  these  Utah  students  are  in  a better  po- 
sition than  out  of  state  students  to  oppose  this  tax 
measure.  The  logical  question,  now,  is  why  should  they? 
Although  many  abstract  reasons  can  be  found,  the  Utah 
student  has  only  to  think  of  BYU  without  out  of  state 
students  to  see  one  practical  reason.  (1  doubt  it  will 
come  to  this.  I guess  the  point  I am  trying  to  make  is 
that  BYU  is  not  a “local”  school.) 

What  can  Utah  students  do?  First,  they  can  write 
from  their  home  address  to  their  representatives  in  tlie 
state  legislature  and  express  tlieir  opinions.  In  tliese 
letters,  they  might  indicate  their  willingness  to  vote  out 
incumbents  who  do  not  carry  out  their  wishes.  In  any 
representative  form  of  government,  this  is  the  way  that 
the  people  make  their  will  known.  Utah  students  can 
also  urge  friends  and  relatives  to  write. 

All  students  might  consider  joining  one  of  the  po- 
litical clubs  on  campus.  The  political  clubs  themselves 
might  decide  what  they  are  going  to  do  and  how  they 
are  going  to  do  it.  If  they  have  an  influx  of  new  mem- 
bers interested  in  political  action  on  this  issue,  they 
miglit  do  well  to  educate  their  members  in  the  tech- 
niques of  American  politics,  and  to  develop  a bi-partisan 
method  of  action. 

Of  course,  all  of  this  is  elementary.  Most  of  us 
learned  all  of  this  in  iugh  r'^hool.  But  in  college,  we  tend 
to  forget  high  school  things,  and,  all  too  often,  one  of 
these  tilings  is  enthusiasm.

Wildcats,  Devils  Tackle 
Cats  In  WAC  Action

This  weekend’s  basketball  tilts 
should  make  or  break  the  Cougar 
cage  squad  as  they  try  to  with- 
stand the  Arizona  invasion. 

THE  COUGARS  know  fully 
how  tough  Arizona’s  Wildcats 
can  be  by  the  strong  stand  they 
made  against  the  Cats  in  Arizona 
last  month.  The  Cougars  barely 
eked  out  a win  in  the  closing 
moments  of  the  ballgame. 

Coach  Stan  Watts  can’t  afford 
to  put  too  much  stress  on  Friday 
night's  game  against  the  Wild- 
cats either  because  Saturday  they 
tackle  the  even  tougher  Arizona 
State  squad.  The  Sun  Devils’  rec- 
ord speaks  for  itself.  They  have 
lost  only  twice  this  season  and 
the  nations  experts  have  tabbed 
them  as  fifth  best  in  the  country. 

BEADING  THE  Wildcats  is  big 
Albert  Johnson  who  will  be  play- 
ing the  post  position  for  Arizona. 
Johnson  is  currently  averaging 
8.4  points  and  9.0  rebounds  per 
game  against  WAC  opporients. 
Warren  Rustand,  the  Wildcats 
fine  shooting  forward,  is  leading 
the  team  in  scoring  but  is  weak- 
er in  rebounding  than  Johnson. 

Rustand  has  chalked  up  a 11.4 
scoring  mark  per  game.  He  also 
leads  the  team  in  field  goal  and 
free  throw  percentage.  His  .864 
free  throw  percentage  eilso  ranks  , 
high  in  conference  stats.

17.0  and  10.1  scoring  and  re- 
bounding marks.  Becker,  the 
team  leader  has  23.0  and  14.0 
marks  this  season.  Five  of  the 
top  eleven  in  conference  statistics 
are  on  the  Sun  Devil  squad.  This 
is  one  good  reason  they  are  fifth 
in  the  nation.
